It is much 
to be regretted that none have as yet -approached this •Department with 
definite jn-oposals on the subject. However there is now a cheap good gun- 
powder’ (pellet powder) on the market, conseijuently there is not so much excuse 
for the owners of coal mines and quarries who purchase locally manufactured 
crude gunpowder.

Oil lirms. ihe oil for theso installations is supplied from the major installa- 
tions at the different .ports, and the retail* trade is carried out in them. A 
ffreat deal of iitspection of these minor installations has been done by this 
uepartmont with the result that their condition is very much improt*ed and 
the vast majority of them are in very good order. As a matter of fact when 
an msiallatioJi is found hot up to the mark at an inspection, it is usually duo 
to the fact that some new Agent has ’ been recently appointed >v'ho has not 
realised Avkut is. required of him. The. oil companies do nob hesitate to 
Change then* Agents if several unsatisfactory reports are made of the iiistalla- 
tions under their charge.

In all there were 43 accidents causing 58 
deaths and iniuries to 43 personk Comparative statements given in 
Appendices I and J Bho\Y the total number of accidents and the number of 
persons killed or injui'cd by them during the last ten years. As stated in 
previous reports it is very doubtful whether all accidents that occur are duly 
reported to this department and therefore, it is- very possible that the 
statistics siven arc underestimated.

As a rule the only accidents that arc entered in Appendix G are those 
which cause loss of life or injuries or are important from some point of view.

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tliat the iuiroduction of this system of scmling’ these reports to this oflice 
lias hc'en desirable, as even from the short time it has been in existence, I 
have come across a good’ many instances of ignorance and want of expert 
knowledge, which might have caused disasters. High explosives in these 
magazines had previously never been tested, and 1 have in dealing with 
these reports, always recommended that samples of these explosives should be 
sent at least once a year to Clicmical Examiners for test.

Clrcnmstances of accident so 
far ascertained. 


A wagon containing .300 drams of 
petrol was unloaded and kept 
staiuliug in the tuel nnloitdiug 
line. Two childreiv appear to 
have entered tlic wagon and to 
bare lit a nintdi wiiit-Ii at once 
caused the vapnur of petrol 
emanating from tbc straw 
scattered on tlie floor of tiie 
wagon to ignite. One of tlio 
children was killed at once 
while the other was badly burnt. 
An Anglo-Indian brought bis 
motor lorry near the pump of 
an underground tank to refil 
Ids petrol (auk. As ho thought 
the lorry was some distance from] 
the piping of the pump, he took 
the pipe to see if tiie end would 
rench his tank ami linding that 
it did Bo told the man in charge 
of the pump that it was aliiglit 
The man thinking ho meant 
Iiim to turnon the pebtol turned 
the bundle of the pump causing 
petrol to rush out before the 
lorry diirer had time to open 
the tank resulting in tbc petrol 
failing on t1»o cylinder wliicli 
was red hot at Uio timo cau»iDg 
it to cat oh iiro and explode. 
Tbo driver at oiico switched 
off the petrol which fell over 
his hands and face. Tliis pctiol 
took flrO injuring him. 

At/ 8-10 A.ii. on tho lUth Scplcm 
bor Ihcro was a very vivid light- 
ning storm in Syriam and iioiglt 
bonrliood. A flash of lightning 
stinck a 2,000,000 gallon tank 
(almost full at the time) of 
Crude Oil in tbc Burmnh Oil 
Company's rcflimry, Tho tank 
at onco svciit np in flaines and 
the fire continnod until 4-80 A.sr. 
on the SIst idem. A small 
amount of oil was transforicd to 
another tank in the refinery 
but practically the total coii' 
tents 1,500,000 gallons wcic con 
snmedt The tank iind filtiugs 
, inside tbc bonded uro i was ties- 
tioycd. There wns iio damage 
to person or projieity outside 
the tank bund.

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APPENDIX K. 

Instructions for Testing Lightning Conductors attached to Explosives 
Magazines and Petroleum Installations. 


1. Pirsfc examine visually all joints connections above ground to 
discover if any of tlicse are loose or disconnected. 

2. If accessible, eraniinc the point, or* group of points, on the lightning 

rod to see if it is firmly fixed to Ihe lightning rod. Notice whether any of 
tlio siajilcs fastening the conductor to the walls have come away. • 

3. The electrical test should be carried out in the dry pcason. If using 
the electric hell type of machine^ attach one end of a covered wire A to one 
of tlic terminals on tho machine and the other end fo iho point of the light- 
ning rod. Attach another wire B to the remaining toimin.al on tho mauliinc 
its free end being buried to the depth of about ono inch in llic ground about 
three yards away h'om the point where the lightning conductor enfens the 
earth. Pour .about one pint of water on tho ground where 1 ho wive B is 
hriricd. Now see if the hell will ring, if the handle of the inaclunc is turned 
slowlj'.’ 

4. If the hell will not ring, look for loose joints. See if tho hell will 
ring when the end of wire B is put in contact willi the lowest point visible 
on the lightning conductor. 

5. Tlio lightning conductor is not in order unless the hell rings clearly 
when tested as in paragraph 3 above. 

0.‘ When using lightning eondnclor testing sets which measure ilio 
actual resistance, proceed as laid down in “ Code of Instructions for the 
Guidance of Public "Works Officers in the Erection and Testing of Ijightnino* 
Condiietors.” (Superintendent, Ciovcrnmcnt Printing, India, Calcutt^). " 

The re.sult of the test should not bo considered satisfactory until the 
resistance of the lightning conductors earth is found to he less than 10 
Ohms.
